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FACTS J OB THE CUBIOUS. 

" Hub of the Universe," a popular des- 
ignation of the city of Boston, Mass., 
originated with Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

Making tooth-picks of wood is by no 
means a modern ides. The Romans 
used wooden toothpicks iu preference to 
quills. 

The name Gotliani -was first applied to 
the city of New York by Washington 
Irving iu "Salmagundi/' becauso t-ha 
inhabitants were such wiseacres. 

The first circus in this country was 
managed by a man named Ricketts, in 
1780. Gen. Washington and bis staff 
patronized tho performance in Philadel- 
phia, and it been mo quite a fashionable 
amusement. 

It has been supposed among antiqua- 
rians that the clapper is a modern addi- 
tion to bells, and that it did not form a 
part of thoso employed in Japan or 
China, Mr. Henry O. Forbes, how- 
ever, says that when in Java ho saw in 
tho possession of a gentleman there a 
bronze bell dug up on the site of one of 
the old Hindoo settlements, of which 
now only the graves remain. It had 
lost the clapper, but the hook to which 
doubtless a clapper was attached existed 
still. 

The source of the common saying, 
"consistency thou art a jewel," has 
puzzled many a scholar, and whether 
or not the following authority may be 
relied upon as the starting point or as 
only using a borrowed idea wo cannot 
assert. In a ballad entitled "Jolly 
Robyn Roughhead," published in 1764, 
in a little volume of English and Scotch 
ballads, the poet bewails tho extrava- 
gance in dress which ho considers the 
great enormity of his day, and makes 
Robyn address his wife as follows : 

Tush, t&sb, my lassie ! alien thoughts resign. 

Comparisons are cruel ; 
Pine pictures suit to f ramea as fine ; 

Consistency's a jewel] ! 

.Pytiiagoras was a Greek philosopher, 
who was the sou of a jeweler of Samon, 
born about 580 years before Christ. At 
an early age he traveled, going to Egypt, 
where it is said ho resided twenty-liv. 
years. Then it is related ho went to 
Babylon, Judea, and it is even asserted 
lie penetrated to Gaul and India. He 
established a school in Italy ( and effect- 
ed some reformation in the inhabitant*. 
He was persecuted, however, tho friends 
of a rejected student of powerful famtlv 
compelling him to withdraw to Met«£- 
pontum, where he soon after died, prob- 
ably about the year 500 B. C. 

The finest floors are said to be seen 
in Russia. For those of tho highest 
grade tropical woods aro exclusively em- 
ployed. Fir and pine aro never used, 
as in consequence of thoir sticky char- 
acter they attract and retain dust and 
dirt, and thereby soon become black- 
ened. Pitch pine, too, is liable to 
slu-ink, even after being well seasoned. 
The mosaic wood floors in Russia are cl 
extraordinary beauty. One, in the Sum- 
mer Palace, is of small squares of ebony 
inlaid with mother of pearl. A eonsM- 
erable trade is done in Dautzic and Riga 
by exporting small blocks of oak for 
parquetto flows. Thero is an active de- 
mand for these in France and Germa*J. 
but none in England.

Learning Trades. • 
Many men who would like to learu 
more than one trade have been deterrad 
by the constant iteration of the old say- 
ing, " Jack of all trades, master of 
none, "jj Now this is only partially true. 
Many trades, or rather branches of tho 
same trade, are sO closely related to each 
other that thero is no reason why tho 
young mechanic should not loarn two or 
more of these branches. To do so would 
not only widen his horizon of thought, 
but would give him more self-reliance, 
enlarge his experience, and render him 
more independent of the fluctuating cir- 
cumstances of hard times. If ho gets 
out of work in one trade, it is more than 
probable that bo can earn a livelihood 
by means of his reserve trade ; again, 
his manifold accomplishments render 
his employment more secure. When 
the time comes to reduce tho number of 
men in a shop, those who aro tho most 
accomplished aud Avho can turn their 
hands to the greatest number of things, 
or who can change from one class of 
work to another, are tho ones who are 
retained. It is well known to those who 
are observant that the greatest part of 
tho experiment in "making things 
work," iu cases whore two tradeB de- 
pend closely upon one another, as for 
instance pattern maker and molder, 
arises from the utter ignorance of the 
workmen in regard to the requirements 
of each other's trades. Both may bo 
wrong, yet they will almost invariably 
charge the failure to produce a good 
job each upon the other. Now, if each 
understood the difficulties under which 
tho other labored, he would be able to 
point out tho error at once, and there 
would be no necessity for jarring. Ig- 
norance is tho great producer of discord. 
Young mechanics, never loso a chance 
io" acquire more than one trade. Re- 
member that ho who can readily turn 
hie hand from one branch or trade tc 
another need never lack for either ap- 
preciation or profitable and steady em- 
ployment.

Everyond 1ms hoard of the boy who 
whistled to keep his courage up as he 
passed a graveyard after nightfall. The 
government are not exactly whistling to 
keep their courage up; hut they are 
blowing like porpoises to make people 
believe they are not the least bit 
frightened at their dismal prospects. As 
to what may he their fate in the House 
we shall not now attempt to predict; 
but with the constituencies their case 
is hopeless. The country is thoroughly 
sick of their indolence, negligence, ar- 
rogance and impertinence. From Vic- 
toria to Cariboo there is a universal 
outcry of dissatisfaction.

.secret, you know," telegrams which 
state that if the government are voted 
out the Island railway will be lost, and 
others have been led ofTinto other corners 
and shown telegrams warning them 
that should the government bo booted 
out o£ office work on tho main line will 
be closed up. The government only 
make themselves ridiculous by this 
conduct. The dodgo is perfectly trans- 
parent and those whom they attempt 
to deceive retire and have a quiet laugh 
with their friends at the ministerial 
expense. Let the government face 
the music — even if they should be 
drummed out of oflice next week tn the 
tune of the "Rogue's March."

LAST NICHT'S^ISPATCHES; 

RUSSIA. 
St. Pi-.TF.usm m;, March 19. — The 
Winter Livadili Theatre was destroyed 
bv fire last night. There was no loss 
of life. 

Lieut. Harbor has reached Ivrasno- 
gabsha and awaits the arrival of Lieut. 
Danenhower. 

A Russian expedition will be organ- 
ized in the summer to explore the An- 
gora district, Siberia. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw York, March 20. — The cen- 
tral organization of united trade and 
labor unions in this city denounces 
Minister Lowell for declining to inter- 
fere in behalf of American citizens in 
English prisons and asks his recall. 

South Bethlehem, Pa., March 19. — 
Eighteen deaths from small-pox since 
Friday. The disease is now abating. 
Many stores and saloons were closed 
on Saturday and public gatherings were 
avoided. 

Boston, March 'JO. — The ship 
Screamer, from Philadelphia for New 
Orleans with coal, went down in a galp 
on tho 10th inst. in lat. 34, 10, long. 
7i, -17. Three of the crow sank with 
the ship. The remainder, 12 meii, 2 
mates and the captain, were picked up 
by a brig lying by shortly before the 
Screamer went down. Tho captain 
launched a boat with three men in it. 
It immediately tilled and two jumped 
overboard. The ship's boat then drift- 
ed away with the third man. When 
the rescuing vessel arrived at Province- 
town, Massachusetts, this morning, pro 
visions had given out. Collections 
were taken up in t he churches for the 
shipwrecked mariners. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sax Euancisco, March 19. — A dis- 
patch from Dutch Flat Summit, Truc- 
kee and other points along the railroad 
state that a heavy snow storm is pre- 
vailing and the blockade continue.". 
The heaviest snow fall is on the head- 
waters of the mountain tributaries of 
Sacramento river, The lateness of tho 
season makes warm rains and a rapid 
snow melt probable, and damaging 
Hoods in the Sacramento valley are 
almost inevitable. 

San Fkangisco, March 19, — Denpito 
the Sunday law nearly all the saloons 
in the city are open as usual. A num- 
ber of grocery stores, boot-black stands 
and news-stores were closed. No at- 
tempt was made by the police to arrest 
visitors. (Hikers confined themselves 
solely to collecting evidence. 

San Francisco, March 20. — Dis- 
patches were received from 37 interior 
towns of the State in reference to tho 
observance of the Sunday law. A tten- 
tion was paid to the law only in 12 
places out of the 37. 

EASTERNJTATES. 

Springfield, (111.) March 17. — The 
anti-monopoly convention to-day adopt- 
ed resolutions reaffirming the railroad 
legislation of Illinois; that corporations 
are subject to tho control of the Legis- 
lature; that railroad laws should be 
strictly enforced, and that the Gover- 
nor and Warehouse Commissioners 
should prosecute the almost constant 
violation of laws; that pass giving us 
indirect bribery and that no candidate 
should receive the support of this con- 
vention for any oflice who will take 
such bribery. 

Pitt.sbubo, March 17. — The Bank- 
ing firm of Ralston, McQuadc <fc Co., 
of Fairview, Pennsylvania, suspended 
to-day.

Omaha, March 10. — The Grand Ju- 
ry this afternoon returned twenty-five 
indictments against rioters, charging 
fchem with assault and murder. The 
first arrest is that of ex-Councilman 
Barney Shannon, against whom ther« 
are two indictments, He gave §2000 
bail. Ed. Walch, against whom there 
are four indictments, is in jail, not 
having been able to give the requisite 
bail— §1000 He is President of the 
so-called Labor Union, and is chief 
ringleader in all demonstrations, and 
has uttered the most incendiary speech- 
es. 

Philadelphia, March 17. — A labor 
demonstration, in which probably 3000 
people participated, was held at Horti- 
cultural Hall to-night, by a number of 
workingmen's organizations in this ci 
ty. It has Wni. Mooney, of tho shoe- 
makers' Assembly of Knights of La- 
bor, for President, A number of trans 
parencies were carried by clubs, which 
marched to the hall with labor rights 
inscriptions in great variety on them; 
most of them being directed against 
tho Chinese. The Chinese Dili was 
endorsed by resolution.

THE FUTURE OP THE PRINTING 
BUSINESS. 

AND TH E DUTY OF BUSINESSMEN 

In the midst of tho general revival of 
commercial and manufacturing interests, 
the increase in building operations, the 
sharp rise in city and country property, 
the ateady,development of fossil, forest and 
sea wealth of tho province, to which rofer- 
enco hasofton been made in these columns, 
a foot remarks upon the enlarged plant 
and improvod facilities for executing 
printing in all its branches may 
not bo out of place. It is now 
about oight years since the growing 
requirements of business and a rapidly 
increasing circulation deniandod the in- 
troduction of steam into The Colonist 
office Before that time a "one-man 
power" was applied to tho crank of a Hoe 
cylinder pross. An engino of C-horse 
power was obtained from England and 
ainco that important chango was mado 
nearly every year has witnessed tho intro- 
duction to the office of now and improved 
machinery. In 1876 Gordon job presses 
with steam attachment wore introduced. 
In 1878 an entire now dress of Scotch typa 
was procured for tho newspaper. In 1879 
the old job type was discardod and an ox- 
ponsivo and modern plant took its placo. 

These changes added greatlyjto tho fa- 
cilities of the office: but much printing 
that had previously been sent to California 
or elsewhere to bo oxecutod under tho im- 
pression that it could not bo done in tho 
province still continuod to find its way 
there, to tho manifest injury of thotrado 
and loss to the country. About a year 
age two city merchants who are 
largely interested in the fish-canning 
business drew the attention of tho propri- 
etor of The Colonist to tho fact that a largo 
sum of money was sont abroad every year 
to purchnso labels, and with a public-Hpir- 
itodncss and enterpriso worthy of praiso 
and imitation they suggested that ho 
should make an effort so stop tho leak by 
introducing color printing and so keep tho 
monoy in tho province. Acting upon tho 
suggestion of these gentlemen, in May 
last an agent visited California and col- 
lected a great mass of information re- 
specting color printing. In October laat 
the proprietor of Tht Colonist went to 
San Francisco, Chicago, Toronto, Mon- 
treal and New York. In thoHo cities ho 
visited tho principal color printing estab- 
lishments — some running 8 or 10 presses— 
and after most careful examination and 
severe practical tests, it was decided to 
order tho construction of a "Campbell 
Colou Printing Press " of tho largost 
class made, with a capacity for printing 
forty labels ot a single impression. Tho 
Campbell is the favorito machine for the 
purpose and is rapidly superseding 
for this description of work all others in 
the East, because, although a ponderous 
affair and weighing upwards of 13,000 
pounds, it is as light-running as a new- 
fashioned sowing-machine, gives a perfect 
register and an oven .impression, and de- 
livers tho sheet upon the fly -table with- 
out smudging — an essential in color print- 
ing. It will print if required a sheet 
twice the size of The Colonist. When the 
press had been ordered a machine for cut- 
ting labels to tho proper sizo for tho cans 
becamo necessary, and after dilligent in- 
quiry among experienced men a' Sheridan 
automatic cutter with a blade of fifty-fire 
inches was fixod upon as tho best for tho 
purpose and bought and shipped. Both 
theso machines are now in position in The 
Colonist office. They have been attached 
to tho steam engine and thoroughly tested 
by Mr. Turnes, a practical color pressman, 
solected from tho most oxtensivo estab- 
lishment in San Francisco expressly for 
tho purpose of running them. Tho Cnmp- 
bell preBS is tho largest of its class on the 
coast and it and tho cutter are porfectly 
new, having been made to our order. Mr. 
Lewis, foreman of tho job office, and Mr. 
Doarberg, foreman of tho news room, 
whoso artistic taste and skill have beon so 
satisfactory to tho public for many years, 
will retain tho positions they ably fill, and 
Mr. Murray, the veteran pressman, who 
printed the first paper on the Island, will 
continuo in charge of tho engino and the 
Hoo cylinder pross. Color printing is 
an art of delicate and intricate charac- 
ter. It requires the utmost care in tho 
preparation of colors and blocks, tho 
nicest handling, and the vory best plant 
to produce a perfect label. In a few days 
a glossor uf an improved make will arrive 
and then tho plant will be comploto. The 
work of printing the labels is now going 
steadily forward and for the- next few 
days the public, who may be curious to 
witness tho new process, will be admitted j 
to the pressroom on the second flo"br of 
The Colonist building, where there are | 
four preaseB under steam. The speed at | 
which tho Campbell press runs is equal to ] 
24,000 single impressions an hour. At- 
tachod to the press is an ingenious littlo 
contrivanco for counting ever}' sheet as it 
is printed. The establishment will now 
rank with the mostextensiveoii the north- 
ern coast. 

The introduction of color printing will 
not alone be the means of retaining a con- 
siderable sum of money in the province: 
It will involve tho employment of an ad- 
ditional printing staff and afford employ- 
ment to several white youths who were 
previously unable to earn a livelihood. To 
show the importance of every person who 
feels an interest in tho progress, of the 
country having his printing done within 
tho province we may say that, directly 
and indirectly, about 150 persons arc sup- 
ported by the business in British Colum- 
bia. All these persins are consumers of 
goods in some form or another. Tho 
money they earn is spent or invested 
here. It is, therefore, to the interest of 
a man who makes or grows anything or 
who has anything to sell to have his 
printing done within instead of without 
tho country. Money sont to California 
j or London for articles that can be mado 
j or produced as well in British Columbia 
| is just so much wealth lost to the coun- 
I try. It is seen no more here. Even if a 
! slightly enhanced prico ware asked for 
work it ought to be done in tho country, 
if the quality bo as good as that furnish- 
ed elsewhere. These remarks apply not 
only to printing but to every other infant 
branch of industry which has taken root 
in tho province. All should bo encour- 
aged; because all are consumers. Now 
that wo havo ventured to call attontion 
to our own facilities for turning out work 
wo do not wisli to be understood as ignor- 
ing the existence of other printers. Thure 
are in all four printing establishments in 
Victoria, one at Nanaimo, two at Now 
Westminster and one at Yale. Most of 
theso offices are very well equipped and 
at either establishment, we havo no doubt, 
the public would bo as well served as if 
they sent their orders to California. 
Printing will doubtless kcop pace with 



other businesses in this country. But it 
needs more nurturing and et-couragernont 
in the future than it has received in tho 
past at the hands of our business men.

PRIVATE DILL. 

Mr. Armstrong reported a bill to en- 
ablo T. Fell to be called to the bar. Rend 
first time. 

TBI- WEEKLY. 

Mr. Armstrong moved: That a respect- 
ful address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutonant-Governor, requesting him to 
move the Dominion Government to take 
such steps as may bo necessary to estab- 
lish a tri-wcekly mail between Victoria 
and New Westminster. 

The lion, mover spoke strongly in fovor 
of the adoption of the resolution. In 
view of the commencement of railway 
werk in New Westminster district better 
mail communication was imperative. 

Mr. Harris soconded. 

Mr. Mara said that everyone knew the 
communication between tho two ports 
was not what it ought to be. Leaving 
Y'alo on Monday a passenger cannot reach 
Victoria until Wednesday. Tho distanco 
was only 150 miles and an old mulo could 
make belter time in tho upper country. 
From Yale to Victoria tho time should bo 
mado in 24 hours, at most. He hoped 
the resolution would be pressed on the 
Dominion Government. 

Mr. Ferguson thought the motion 
Bhould ombraco other districts, as in his 
own district (Cariboo) there were people 
within a short distance of Barker ville who 
had no mail facilities, other than thoy pro- 
vided themselves. They had to pay #1 
for a papor and two bits for a lottur. Tho 
wants of all tho districts, and particularly 
Cariboo, should be taken into considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Vernon moved that the word "Now 
Westminster" be struck nut and the word 
"Yale' inserted. 

Mr. Armstrong Insert the word 
"Yalo." 

Mr. Mara — They can't go to Yalo with- 
out passing New Westminster (a laugh.) 
Mr. Armstrong— That's tho troublo-they 
might pass New Westminster (laughtor. ) 

Mr. Wilson said tho amendment would 
scarcely moot thodifficulty at Cariboo. What 
wore wanted there were more postal 
routes. Ho thought every steamer leav- 
ing Victoria should carry the mail to New 
Westminstor and Yale. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he would be 
glad to urge this matter on the attention 
of the Dominion Government. 

The resolution was finally adopted to 
include Yale and a bi-weekly mail between 
Yale and Kamloops, and a bi-weekly mail 
botweon Y'alo and Cariboo. 

Mr. Ash moved to add the words "and

railway reserve. 

Mr. Smitho moved: That this House 
being very strongly of opinion that the 
rightsof sottlcrsupon lands within the rail- 
way reserve in this province should be re- 
cognized, be it therefore resolved, that a 
respectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant -Co vernor praying 
that he will be pleased to communicate 
with the Dominion Government with a 
view to provide for a recognition of set- 
tlers' rights on railway lands in this pro- 
vince, and to arrange the terms upon 
which the title to said lands shall be ac- 
quired by tho said settlers; and be it fur- 
ther resolved, that the title of squatters 
upon lands within any railway reserve in 
tho province to tho lands upon which 
thoy have squatted shall bo secured to 
them beforo the said reserved railway 
lands shall bo transferred to tho Domin- 
ion Government, or to any railway syndi- 
cate. 

The lion, mover said the hon. member 
for New Westminstor' (Mr. McGillivruy) 
had pointed out to him tho advisability of 
an amendment. The position of sottlcrs 
on the railway rcsorvo was such as to com- 
mend them to tho sympathies of this 
Houso. If once the lands passed out of 
our hands the settlers would have to deal 
with the Dominion or a company. Wlion 
tho lands were conveyed no reservation 
was made of tho rights of settlors on 
those lands. Ho asked that boforo any 
other lands were conveyed to the Domin- 
ion Government or to any railway com- 
pany the rights of squatters should be 
secured. 

Mr. Harris seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcrh thought the resolu- 
tion too swooping to pass this House. 
With the hist part ho disagreed. There 
were bills affecting these lands now be- 
foro tho House, and if tho reserve had 
boen thrown open to settlement there 
would have been no parties ready to-day 
to take up tho railway. This government 
had faithfully kept tho reserve and tho 
Dominion Government had not kept their 
obligation. Ho moved to strike out all 
words after "being" and insert "of opinion 
that tho rights and bona fide settlers who 
havo settled upon and cultivated lands 
within the railway reserve in this pro- 
vince, and who would have been entitled 
to pre-empt tho said lands had they not 
been reserved, should bo recognized; be it 
therefore resolved that a rospectful ad- 
dress bo jiresented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying that ho 
will be pleased to communicate with the 
Dominion Govornmont with a view to 
provide for a recognition of such settlers' 
rights, and to arrango tho terms upon 
which tho title to said lands shall bo ac- 
quired by them." The statement had 
been made that the Hon. Mr. Mackenzie 
had said that tho rights of squatters on 
thoso lands would bo respected. He 
could find no record of that statement. 

Mr. Mara said ho had seen it in the 
pnblishcd reports. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought the lattor 
part of the resolution most dangerous, and 
if it were passod wo might as well give up 
all hope of a railway on the island. We 
ought to wait. 

' Mr. McGillivray sr-ended tho amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Smith rose to a point of order. He 
was not desiroua of prossin/; tho second 
pavt of tho resolution, His views and 
thoso of tho hon. attotnoy-goncral were 
entirely in accord; but the lion, gentle- 



I man could not amend the resolution as he 
! proposed. 

j Mr. Abrams thought the resolution 

; should includo settlers between Nanaimo 

I and Seymour Narrows. 

Mr. Ash said very few bona fide settlor 
would bo found in the mineral lands 

j which wore composed of Bandstone and 
slato. He thought it was ha.d that set- 
tlors should not bo protected (hear, hear.) 
Ho could show settlers who had gono on 
lands with tho understanding that thoir 
rights should bo conserved, and if the re- 
solution were allowed to stand ovor pro- 
vision ought to be made for their protec- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilson suggested that some ex- 
pression should be made which would 
more definitely state tho position of the 
lands, which did not constitute a reserve. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem agreed with the last 
Bpoakor, and 

Mr. Smithe thought the word railway 
belt should be placed in the resolution. 

Mr. Williams hoped the matter would 
lay over. Ho wantod to see no compli- 
cations on the question. 

Mr. Smithe thought the original resolu- 
tion should be withdrawn and the amend- 
ment substituted. 

Mr. Helgesen called on hon. members 
to do nothing that would jeopardize the 
island railway. 

Mr. Wilson said if the railway reserve 
on the Mainland was included it would 
meet all objection. 

Mr. Vernon asked if the Mainland bolt 
was really a reserve ? 

Mr. McGillivray thought something 
should be done to enable settlers to got 
titles to their lands. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem in reply to Air. Mc- 
Gillivray remarked that these lands could 
not bo dealt with except with tho consent 
of t he Dominion Government. Ho thought 
Homo of the suggestions of tho hon. gen- 
tleman opposite should be carriep out, 
and with thafr object in view ho would 
suggest an adjournment of the debate. 

Debate adjourned accordingly.

Soconded and 
carried, Mr. Galbraith in the chair. 

Resolution carried and leave asked to 
sit again on Wednesday. Report to bo 
then considered. 

Committee on Wednesday to consider 
ways and moans. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. Ash wished to ask the hon. provin- 
cial secretary whether thorc had been any 
correspondence botween tho judges and 
tho local Government. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that thero 
was none.

MINERALS HILL.

lectively bo entitled to twenty inches of 
water, if one hundred inches of water be 
diverted; forty inches, if two hundred 
inches be diverted; and sixty inehos, if 
throe hundred inches be diverted, and no 
more, except. 

This clause was ordered to stand over. 

Mr. Bonnett moved that section 1-10, 
line 2, of the Mineral Bill, bo amended 
by striking out all the words after "ob- 
served," and insert tho following in lieu 
thereof :— "The water taken into a ditch 
or sluice shall be measured at the ditch 
or sluico head. No water shall bo taken 
into a ditch or sluico except in a trough 
placed horizontally at tho place at which 
tho water enters it. One miner's inch of 
water Bhall moan half tho quantity that 
will pass through an orifico two iuches 
high by ono inch wide, with a constant 
head of seven inches above tho upper side 
of the orifice." Carried and clauso pass- 
ed as amondod. 

Houbj adjourned till 2 p. m. Tuesday.

Although, romarks our contemporary, 
it is now definitely decided to reopen the 
enquiry into the loss of the Dotorel it may 
bo stated that no manner of doubt or sha- 
dow of doubt exists in tho minds of the 
Admtralty authorities as to tho cause of 
that catastrophe. Not unnaturally the at- 
tention which has been givon to the ex- 
plosive power of xcrotino siccativo has 
led to speculation upon the still unex- 
plained loss of tho training-ship Atalanta. 
Wo do not ourselves attach much import- 
ance to the hypothesis that this ship may also 
have fallen a victim to some explosivo 
compound. Had she dono so it is certain 
that some of the debris would havo come 
ashoro and beon picked up before now 
and in sufficient quantities to determine a 
problem which is still unsolved. At the 
samo timo the tendency of tho public and 
official mind to include all the recent un- 
solved myateries of the British navy un- 
der the generic head of explosives will un- 
doubtedly serve a useful purposo by load- 
ing to tho wholesale expulsion from her 
Majesty's fillips of all treacherous composi- 
tions. Very wisely orders wero despatch- 
ed from Whitehall to the authorities at 
Dovenport to romovo tho Biccative stored 
in tho ships of the channel squadron prior 
to their Bailing. Theso orders wero car- 
ried out as regards tho Plymouth division 
and thoy have also beon put in force on 
board the Portsmouth division as well. 
Samples of all the oils and chemical com- 
pounds now in use in her Majesty's fleet 
aro being analysed at the Royal Labora- 
tory. 

A Dangerous and P.oprohonslblo 
Practice. 

About 5 o'clock on Sunday afternoon 
just as Mrs. Howard, of Fort street, be- 
tween Blanchard and Quadra streets, was 
taking a tray filled with a tea service into 
her drawing room sho was astounded by 
the loud roport of a piatol, and simultan- 
eously her tea trr.y was covered with frag- 
ments of broken glass from the front win- 
dow. She came within a hairsbreadth of 
letting the tray with its contents fall on 
tho floor, but by oxercising no small de- 
gree of will power she managed to convey 
it to ;i side table. On looking up and 
down the street some boys wero observed 
at a distanco making tho best possible 
timo away from tho house. Search was 
then made for the bullet that had been 
tired through the window, which was 
eventually found on the carpet of the 
room. A lady from Eaquimalt was stand- 
ing near tho window at tho timo and tho 
ball, Bomowhat larger than a buckshot, 
must havo passed within a few inches of 
hor head. Had Bhe been struck the conse- 
quences might havo boen very serious in- 
deed, possibly fatal. The shot was pro- 
bably tired from a toy pistol, but the prac- 
tice of loading with buckshot or small 
bullets is a most reprehensible one and a 
sovore example should bo made of the 
first boy found gu ilty of so doing.

EQW THET BREED SALMON. 

Tho Salmon-Brooding: Establishment 
at Newcastle— Throo-Quartors 
of a Million Hatch- 
ing. 

A gentleman who has just returned 
from New Brunswick kindly furnishes us 
with an account of the groat salmon-breed- 
ing establishment near Newcastle, in that 
Province. After a down jouruey when 
the cold was so great as to split some of 
the car wheels, and after experiencing a 
Bn'ow-stortn, the like of which had not 
been seen by the oldest inhabitant for 
forty years, our informant came 011 to 
Newcastle. This is the centre of a largo 
lumber trado— in connection wtth which 
it maybe remarked that onco lumber mer- 
chants usod to provide that no log should 
be mora than 02 inches in diameter when 
squared, while a log of IS inches is now 
quite uncommon there. Leaving New- 
castle, the intending visitor to the breed- 
ing house takes a sleigh and drives for 
five or six miles along tho bank of the 
Miramichi River. Tlion, crossing the 
river on the ice, and passing under in- 
stead of over a rough log bridge,hc comes 
in sight of tho building to which he is go- 
ing. It is situated a little way up a glen 
down which rushes a small branch of the 
Miramichi. The house itself could by no 
stretch of imagination be thought pictur- 
esque. It is a long, narrow frame build- 
ing with two stories, stretching along by 
the side of the stream. The upper part 
is occupied by the man whose duties are 
to see that the work is allowed to go on by 
itself in tho long apartment which takes 
up tho lower half of the house. From 
end to end of this apartment extend long 
troughs, raised about threo feet. from the 
floor, and tho troughs are full of shallow 
trays, end to end, each about fifteen by 
nino inches and three quarters of tin inch 
deep. It is in these trays that the opera- 
tion is going steadily on, for they aro all 
full of eggs. Just above the house the 
stream is dammed up, and the water is 
brought in iron pipes to the ends of the 
troughs, through which it runs, keeping 
tho trays always just covered with moving 
water. 

The work is dune in this way. At 
spawning timo in the fall tho salmon are 
driven in ponds prepared for thoir recep- 
tion, and are there netted. The spawn 
having beon obtained, the pea-shaped, 
roddish-tinged, almost transparent eggs 
are arranged in tho trays and deposited 
in the trough in the breeding house. 
Hero they remain till the month of May, 
when the water gets warm. Then the first 
eggs begin to burst, and within a week 
or ten days there is not a young salmon 
there that is not free. As soon as the 
fish are hatched, thoir distribution begins. 
The littlo creatures aro put into small 
portable tanks, loaded 011 boats, and tak- 
en to different parts of the province, where 
thoy are dropped into the rivers and 
streams. When our informant visited 
the house, there were 750,000 oggs in the 
hatching trays, and nearly all of them 
wore expected to turn out woll. The 
shape of the fish was just becoming visible 
inside the shell. 

Oregon. 

A few weeks ago J. A. Lawronco, who 
oloped with Nellie Sloan, cabled to Mrs, 
Lawrenco from Berne, Switzerland, as 
follows: "Your husband wishes you to 
join him.

You may write to Port- 
land." Yesterday Mrs. Lawrenco receiv- 
ed another cablograni fromBorne: "Nel- 
lie, sails for New York on the 25th. Havo 
written three times. Reconsider your 
determination." To this no answer was 
returned, nor will ono bo sent. Both ca- 
blegrams, together with answers, were 
prepaid. No letters havo been roceived 
from Lawrenco, and nothing is known of 
the pair beyond what may bo gathered 
from the above messages. Sirs. Lawrence 
will remain here with her mother until 
a divorce can bo obtained. 

About nine o'clock last night tho truck 
team belonging to Wells, Fargo & Co., 
ran from the steamship deck with a load 
of merchandise, weighing probablj' a ton 
and a half. Edward Miller, the driver, 
lost control of the horses and when on the' 
cornor of Front and D strcot was thrown 
from the wagon. When pickod up it was 
found that his Bpino was dislocated and 
his recovery imp ossible.— Ovegnnian.
